This is a departure from 
time honored custom, for Monday at 
high noon has always been the day 
and hour designated for final adjourn- 
ment, although the exact hour was 
fictional on account of it being neces- 
sary ro turn back the hands of the 
clock until the day's routine was com- 
pleted, sometimes late in the after- 
noon.

week 144 bills to a calendar already 
long enough, to consume over a week 
at the pace the house has traveled 
this session.

In that 
way enough bills were put on Tues- 
day's calendar as special orders to 
take up most of the day.

"Whatever action the senate may take 
as to final adjournment, the stampede 
is on in the house, and it will go on 
madly to the end.

It is believed the senate will hold 


up the adjournment resolution until

pending can be completed. The gen- 
eral appropriation bill passed by the 
house this week is still under exam- 
ination by the senate finance commit- 
tee. The action of the house looks 
like a move to force the senate into 
hasty consideration of the measure 
that dispenses the bulk of the state's 
millions, on which the house finance 
committee spent 12 weeks. Think of

FEES EXCEED 


THE SALARIES 


JUDGE KRISTER'S OARE OP THE 


OFFICE SHOWS BALANCE 


FOR THE STATE. 


Under Old System All Fees Collected 


in County Offices Went to 


Officials. 


Some mistaken or malicious person 


has been circulating a report that 
Judge Brister and a few of the other 
county officers draw more salary now 
under the salary law than they did be- 
fore the old law, which gave them the 
fees of the office. 


This proposition is utterly absurd 


as the figures show in regard to Judge 
Blister's office. 
On the first day ,of 


April Judge Brister filed with the 
county auditor his report of the fees 
earned and collected by him for the 
first quarter of the present year, in- 
cluding the months of January, Febru- 
ary and March. Judge Brister report- 
ed a total of $1,756.15 fees collected in 
his office, and by him paid, over to the 
county treasurer. This, of course, does 
not Include quite an amount of fees 
that have toeen earned and not yet 
collected, but which will be subse- 
quently collected and paid into the 
county treasury by him. The total 
amount of Judge Brister's salary and 
of his three clerks for the same quar- 
ter was $1,344.50, so that the $1,756.15 
paid all the salaries and left a bal- 
ance that stays "in the treasury for the 
benefit of the county for the quarter 
of $411.65, or for the whole year, a bal- 
ance that will go for the benefit of 
the county of over $1,600. This $1,600 
represents the reduction ia Judge 
Brister'3 salary under the present 
county salary law. His net earnings 
"or the year being from 
$1,500 to 


^1,700 less now than it was formerly 
under the old'fee system. We may 
add in this connection that Judge 
Brister is one of the comparatively few,, 
probate judges in Ohio who earn and 
collect enough fees to pay the salar- 
es of the, office and leave a large bal- 
ance for the benefit of the county. 
This is"due principally to the fact that 
the judge is a very careful and close 
collector, and also due to the fact that 
he runs his office on a strictly honest 
basis.

He stated that the state of Okla- 


loma served as a good example of the 
nflnence cf the temperance agitation 
on the bottle industry. In that state, 
the official said, the American Bottle 
company alone had orders last year 
for over 30,000 gross of bottles. This 
year, he said, the salesmen through- 
out Oklahoma did not turn in a sin- 
gle order. In that state strict prohi- 
bition maintains. 


"When asked if the factory here ex- 


pected tc continue operations until 
the regular closing time, the official 
said it depended upon the conditions, 
and that if the conditions at present 
misting are continued, the remaining 
four tanks will probably run as usual 
out if the agitation reaches such a 
stage as to slacken the business very 
noticeably, more of the tanks may 
close in advance of the end of "the 
usual season.

A First Lesson 
in Dressmaking 
N 


OTHING is more essential to the successful 
accomplishment of home dressmaking than ti 
good supply of the proper and necessary tool« 


Good work can never be accomplished with a pali 
of dull scissors or coarse needles and thread; It Is 
most Important that a pair of good, sharp shears 
be procured. Also lay In a good stock of pins, 
spools of basting cotton, and a sufficient stock of 
machine needles, so that If one breaks another is 
on hand to take Its place. Provide a tracing wheel 
and tailor's chalk for marking materials on which 
It would, not be wise to use the wheel, or on which 
the marks would not show. A sewing table for 
cutting patterns or basting Is a great convenience, 
and a lapboard Is essential for some purposes. 


There Is no reason why* any woman of ordinary 


Intelligence, with the aid of a reliable pattern, should 
not be able to make her own clothes. There will, 
of course, be a few alterations, but none that will 
waste the materials If the figure be anywhere near 
the normal. 


After the dress material has been decided upon 


come the findings, which Include the lining, trim- 
mings and such little sundries as colored silk, bones, 
books and eyes, tape and skirt binding. 


The majority of blouses or shirtwaists are un- 


lined, but some are lined. If a dressy bodice is to 
be made in prevailing style—that is, with some sort 
of over-blouse effect with wide, deep armholes—a 
fitted lining is necessary for the support of the 
under-blouse of lace or net 
It is always advisable 


to buy a good quality of lining, as It wears better 
and holds Its shape until the garment is discarded. 
Batiste, heatherbloom, near-silk and percalme are 
all good for the purpose, and come in all shades and 
colors 
A good quality of any of these materials 


may be had from fifteen to thirty-five cents a yard. 
The higher priced linings aie softer and lighter in 
weight and, therefore, cooler. Two and one-half 
yards of lining will be* required if both waist and 
sleeves are to be lined, and if only the waist, one 
yard and a quarter. If silk is to be used, three 
yards will be required 
The principal advantage of 


a silk lining are its light weight and the fact that 
It does not lose its shape. Taffeta silk is usually 
employed Tor this purpose, "but it is unsubstantial 
as a lining, sometimes wearing out long before the 
material Itself. There are many substitutes for the 
silk lining on the market, costing anywhere from 
twenty-flve to fifty cents a yard. 


In making up garments that are to have linings, 


It is generally well to cut, baste and try on the 
lining before cutting the outside. Then, if altera- 
tion is necessary, it will be an economy of the out- 
Bide material to make the change needed in the 
lining first. 


a When the material is smoothly spread out on the 
cutting table, ready for the pattern to be laid upon 
it, it should be held in place by weights, the worker 
being careful not to draw the goods. The pattern 
(Should then be carefully pinned on. When plaid or 
figured goods 
are 
to be cut, the corresponding 


checks, plaids or figures must be evenly laid to- 
gether. 


In laying out the pattern, arrange so that two 


thicknesses may be cut at one time. If double-fold 
material is used, it may be laid out folded as when 
bought; but If silk is used, which is much narrower, 
double it one-half the length, bringing the two ends 
together. Then pin the pattern on, disposing of the 
several pieces to the best advantage, and being care- 
ful to note that the cutting line, indicated by a line 
of perforations in each piece, runs lengthwise of 
the goods. Then cut through two thicknesses at 
once, carefully making all the notches. Mark with 
a tracing wheel through the lines of perforations, 
which will be the sewing line. Cut out the darts, 
allowing seven-eighths of an inch outside the line 
of perforations for seaming'. 
*" 


After all the parts are cut, baste firmly together. 


Be careful to take up the darts as marked and not 
to stretch the shoulder seams or neck. Try on and 
pin together, lapping the hems, if closed in the back, 
just as intended to be when finished. Fit it in at 
the waist by taking in the under-arm seams and 
take up the shoulder seams if necessary. It may 
only be necessary to take it up at the shoulders in 
the front, as taking too mbch from the back is apt 
to make it short-waisted. 


For the first fitting, cut the necfc and armholes out 


as little as possible. Fit one sile only, then trim 
off the seams of the fitted side and rip apart. Now, 
lay both sides together and cut alike, baste the 
seams together again and sew on the hooks and 
eyes, or buttons and buttonholes, and try on again. 
The neck and armholes may now be cut out, but do 
not get the neck so low that It will be difficult to 
fit the collar properly. 


Care must also be taken, in cutting out the arm- 


holes, not to get them any larger than is necessary 
to make them comfortable. When cutting 
them, 


round them out in the front under-arm portion, 
starting a little below the bust line and stopping 
about an inch back of the under-arm seam in the

HIS air is fairly teeming with talk of woman'* 
progress in commerce, art, science, and the 
various professions. 
In fact, her wonderful 


advancement outside of the family circle IB a matter 
of international comment. But who has risen to 
champion the progress of the stay-at-home woman, 
the modern wife and mother? 


Is It not true that she is often compared, most un- 


complimentarlly, with her mother, grandmother and 
great-grandmother? How 
often 
do we hear un- 


thinking talkers remark that 'women In the home 
to-day are not what they used to be! And please 
bear in mind that the tone in which this charge is 
brought is never one of approval. 


Therefore, let us Investigate this vague and cer- 


tainly unjust claim 


In the first place, why should the modern house- 


mother (there is no other term quite so compre- 
hensive and satisfying as house-mother) do as her 
mother and grandmother and great-grandmother did 
before her? All things 
have changed, including 


household conditions and equipment Of course the 
modern housemother does not weave cloth for her 
children, because her children stoutly maintain a 
preference for mercerized cotton or chiffon broad- 
cloth. She cannot afford to knit hose when her sons 
prefer lisle with silk clocks. 
She no longer bakes 


bread twice a week, because her family openly ex- 
presses a. preference for the baker's variety, which 
is delivered fresh at the city door twice a day if 
necessary. 


But there are other ways in which the modern 


house-mother has advanced in her complicated task 
of expending and yet saving the family funds. She 
has learned to avail herself of every modern aid to 
economy. 


The writer remembers quite distinctly when a 


joung girl in comfortable circumstances, hearing 
two daughters of a. certain well-to-do banker lauded 
to the skies for their ability as dressmakers. They 
made all their own clothes! And such clothes, street 
suits, party frocks as well as simpler raiment for 
house wear! 


"You 3ust ought to have seen Elizabeth cut into 


a fine copper-colored silk this morning," remarked 
one awe-struck neighbor. "And She's making it from 
a paper pattern! It would give me a queer faint 
feeling to cut into a handsome silk like hers!" 


In (those days, if you could afford a handsome silk 


frock, you always employed a dressmaker to make "it. 
If you could afford an evening hat, you went to a 
high-priced millinery for it And if you could not 
patronize either high-priced milliner or modiste, you 
wore simple clothes becoming your purse and station. 


But look at the modern woman of moderate means! 


She is the slave of no dressmaker or milliner. She 
has reduced the use of paper patterns to a domestic 
fine art 
If she has not a natural gift for millinery, 


she studies with a correspondence school ot millinery, 
and learns how to cover frames, face hats, make 
bows, etc. 


In the olden days. If the house-mother could5 not 


afford lace curtains and brocade or velvet hangings. 
she resigned herself to Puritan simplicity. To-day 
she feels a contemptuous sort of pity'for the woman 
who must employ a professional interior decorator 
and depend upon upholstery counters and cl*rka for 
ideas. 


If she cannot afford lace and pluvh, she sighs no 


old-fashioned sighs, but selects artistic cotton ban*;. 
ings for her windows and studies stenciling, so ah* 
can decorate her own canvas portlerh*. 
« 


In her way the modern house-mother I* Just «• 


progressive as her sisters In stores, shop*, office* 
and studios. 
As quickly as she find* it more eco- 


nomical to drop one. line of household accomplish- 
ments she takes up another. 
And one great factor 


in this domestic progress has been the woman's 
magazine and the Sunday paper. 
Through these 


channels the women in the big city,-th« small city, 
the- town and the hamlet, think on thV same .pro- 
gressive lines of domestic work and improvement. 
The woman's magazine and the "woman's aeption of 
the Sunday paper are teaching; our women to take 
care of their bodies, their homes and their ward- 
robes in the most approved and modern ways, and 
every home-maker's labor for herself and her family 
will be lightened If she keeps out of the rut by~ 
reading regularly the best periodicals provided for 
the home-making woman.

Great care should be taken In catting; roods with 


a nap, that the nap or pile runs In the same direc- 
tion in all the sections. Otherwise, the garment may 
appear to be made of two different shades of goods. 
In woolen materials having a smooth, close nap. It 
should invariably run toward the bottom of the gar- 
ment In velvet or plush the pile should run up- 
ward, thus bringing out and enhancing the depth 
and richness of the color. If it should" run down- 
ward, it is more likely to flatten, and the -Intensity 
of color Is rendered less apparent and effective.

The brush must b« 
gently dipped into the lotion and light- 
ly passed over the edge of th« lid, and 
great care mast b« taken that not an 
atom of the liquid gets into the ey« 
Itself, as this woald be very danger- 
ous. The lavender vinegar is mad* as 
follows: Lavender 
water, 1 quart: 


roscwater. 5 ounce*; glacial acetic 
acid. 2}4 ounces.
